By STERLING F. GREEN 
Washington, July 6 (fi>)— Pros 
dent Truman today summoned the 
nation to "some sacrifice 
of its

self ready to call for "complete 
economic mobilization if the de 
fense of freedom requires. 


Mr. Truman told congress, in 


his midyear economic message 
that price ceilings, rationing and 
"serious shortages can be avoid- 
ed if congress quickly gives

limited control powers and a $5,- 
000,000,000 tax increase. 


But he warned: "We must rea- 


lize that the engagement in Ko- 
rea will be costly and may not 
be short. We must prepare against 
the possibility that

dent said, that industrial output 
must be stepped up — possibly by 
a rate of $10,000,000,000 annually 
before January 1 — and that basic 
industry itself must be expanded 
by federal loans and guarantees.
